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EFUPHORBIA ALBOMARGINATA 
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EUPHORBIA ALBOMARGIN ATA.

This euphorbiaceous plant, generally known to the Mexi- 
ean as Yerba de Golondrina, is found to be common between 
the Great Colorado and’ Western Texas, and in Sonora, Mexico. 
It is a low ereeping plant affecting rivulets, ditches of culti- 
vated lands and arroyos of the desert and ‘washes of some 
of the Arizona mountains. Having the reputation by the 
Mexicans and some of the Indian tribes as being the only cer- 
tain and safe antidote against the bite of venomous serpents 
it should be better known to white settlers of this and sur- 
rounding regions where rattlesnakes are still too numerous to 
overlooked with nonchalance. 
| The lateral ditches of my cactus farm, wie ‘grrigation is 
conducted in bi- or tri-weekly turns are more or less covered 
with this pretty Euphorbia so as to obstruct the free flow of. 
water to a considerable extent. It floats on the water like 
duckweed, a species of Lemna. It has small roundish leaves 
and tiny white and purplish flowers, not larger than a small 
pinhead, which appear in the axillae | of oppositely | placed 
leaves. At maturity each leaf has a very showy. rusty red 
spot in the center. Flowers appear for weeks from the same 
axilla, and the four white petals springing from the purplish 
; calyx ‘make it a conspicuous plant for its small size. A milky 
fluid is emitted from every wounded part, which is bitter to 
the taste, the root yielding this property as freely as the stem. 
On our desert this plant is found in the arroyos or other water 
courses and here the plant 1 is not prostrate, but takes the form 
of other weeds growing upright to the height of six to. eight 
inches and disappears during the hottest part of the summer. 
Plants growing on and near our ranches may be seen the year 
round, and some are in bloom during midwinter in sheltered 
localities. 
Several prostrate ‘Bevkonis are met with in Sonora, all 
known as Yerba de Golondrina, according to the late Dr. 
George Thurber of New York City, one of the botanists con-

nected with the Mexican Boundary Commission of 1850 for 


from the Mss. of my ‘‘Materia Medica, Past, Present and Fut- 
ure,’’ copyrihgted, as follows: ‘‘The lactescent fluid of this 
plant is not acrid like that of many other species of the Spurge 
family. As the name implies, large doses of this milky fluid 
produces purgation and some are positively toxic. The last 
mentioned property is ascribed to a number of African species. 
Our pant is inocuous to the human family. My mare feeds on © 
this plant more or less when pasturing and frequently when 


tethered I give her an armful of this trailing plant. It is found 


throughout the Rocky mountain region of the southwest - and 
is a universal remedy with the natives of the country as an 
antidote against the bite of the rattlesnake. A decoction of 
the fresh plant is freely given internally and the bruised plant 
is locally applied to the bitten part. Treatment to be contin- 
ued until all dangerous symptoms subside. Very little if any © 
swelling of parts affected takes place when this remedy is 1m- 
mediately applied. When emesis and purging is produced the 
blood generally is invited to the surface which is a favorable 
sign in the treatment of rattlesnake bite. When horses, 
donkeys or cattle are bitten our natives apply the bruised 
plant until the swelling subsides and such animals are spared 
from the usual unpleasant consequences following rattlesnake 
bite. A decoction of Golondrino when taken cold in moderate 
doses acts as a tonic and alterative which information came 
from a Yavapai County pioneer. The author has met num- 
bers of people in Arizona, who have used this remedy success- 
fully in cases of Crotalus poisoning in their families. In some 


parts of Mexico a tincture is prepared with wine for ready use 
and is kept in the shops.’’ 


Two cases which came under my own notice will illus- 


- trate the efficacy of Euphorbia Albomarginata. Ten or twelve 


years ago a Mexican field hand was bitten on the finger while 


working on the large ranch of the Fowler Brothers, situated 


nine miles from Phoenix on the Yuma road. All he did_ to 
antidote the bite of a diamond rattler was to chew the fresh 
plant and also to apply it in a bruised state to the wounded 


part to prevent swelling. A day later he was again at work 
none the worse for the mishap. 


An inhabitant of this city living in the outskirts of this 
locality told the writer how Golondrina or Snakeweed, so 
called in this valley, cured his little four year old son of the bite 
inflicted by a sidewinder rattler, Crotalus Cerates, a few years 


ago. The child returned home crying that his foot hurt him 
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which on examination showed two punctured wounds on the 
large toe. On being questioned as to where he had been he 
told his father that he had stuck his foot into a hole and 
shortly afterward pain in that member set in. His father 
took him to the spot where with a shovel he unearthed a very 
active sidewinder eighteen inches long Knowing of the 
virtue of Golondrina which grew near by, a poultice made of 
the bruised herbs was at once applied over the bitten spot and 
an infusion given the child. Very little swelling appeared in the 
foot and soon the boy was free from pain and speedily re- 
covered from the snake bite. The family were white settlers 
of intelligent character.. I have been informed of similar 
cures by the settlers of the Salt River Valley, and the bite in- 
flicted by our largest rattlers or Diamond Backs, Crotalus 
Atrox, is as readily cured as that o the little vicious Sidewin- 
der, C. Cerastes. 

Another use made of Albomarginata is for the 
relief of difficult micturition met with in elderly men. One 
of our old settlers living near the St. John’s ditch, not far from 
the Maricopa Indian Reservation, ten miles from Phoenix, 
was troubled with Ischuria. In this case the retention of urine 
was traceable to cystic irritation. A Maricopa Indian told 


him to drink plentifully of an infusion of Golondrina until re- 


lieved, which he did. This remedy worked so efficiently that 


the rancher kept bags full of the plant in his house for ready — 


use when out of season. 

The action of this remedy should be carefully studied and 
further reported upon. 
Dr. J. E. Rose, Associate Curator of the division of botany 
In the Smithsonian Institution, Washington, D. C., reported 
the following about an allied low-growing species found in 


the mountains east of Acaponeta, Mexico, where Yerba Golon- 
drina is boiled and used as in a poultice to reduce swellings 


and cure sores. Some Mexicans as the writer learned employ 
it for the cure of tertiary syphilis in the form of a decoction. 


MEDICAL EDUCATION AND LEGISLATION. 
oe J. A. Munk, M. D., Los Angeles, Cal. 
Read before the California State Eclectic Medical Society. 


We have met again in our annual convention to discuss 
medical subjects and compare notes. These meetings are of 


great interest and value as they keep us in touch with each 


other and informed as to what is transpiring in the medical 
world. No physician can afford to absent himself from these 
meetings, as remaining away means a double loss; first, to 
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himself, because then he remains ignorant of what is going on 
and second, it abstracts a unit of influence from the cause he 
represents and the society to which he belongs. It is surpris- 


ing how careless and indifferent may physicians are in _ this 


respect. They act as if they were only living for themselves 
and had no responsibilities to meet or obligations to pay to the | 
cause that gave them success. Because they are successful in 
business they do not consider it worth while to spend time or 
money to attend conventions, but go stolidly along in their sel- 
fish, narrow way. Other reasons might be assigned for stand- 
ing aloof, but there is scarcely one good excuse for such con- 
duct. In union there is strength and it is only by the adherents 


of any faith organizing and combining together to defend and 


promote the interests of their cause that they can hope to 


make any substantial progress. 


Every Eclectic physician in California should be a mem- 
ber of this society and those who are already members should 
strive to have others join that are not members. By having an 
interest yourself you can reasonably expect to interest others. 
Every Eclectice should know intuitively that it is for his own 
best interests to join some society and no man with common 
sense should have to be urged or coaxed into doing his duty. 
If all of the 7000 Eclectic physicians in the United States were 
active members of their local, state and national societies the 
cause of Electicism would greatly prosper. There is sore need 
of a revival spirit and, I believe, there is such a movement 
close at hand. The time has come when we must either pro- 


_ gress or retrograde and to have the latter happen would mean 


death to our cause. There is too much at stake for the in- 
dividual as well as for the general good to allow such as fatal- — 
ity to occur. There is more, as we believe, of curative virtue 
contained in the remedies that are used by Eeclectics, repre- 
sented in the Lloyd Specific Medicines, than is found in any 


other system of medical practice. This knowledge has been 


gained by many years of diligent toil and study andis_ too 
valuable an asset to be lost. The uniform quality of these 
remedies are the only entirely reliable class of remedial agents 
that can be said to exist. They are not only appreciated by 
Eelectics but almost equally so by physicians of every school 
of mediical practice; and their sphere of influence 1 is being ex- 
tended every day. 


That Eclectic physicians are unusually sucessful in busi- 
ness is a well-known fact. An Eclectic physician of average 
ability can go into any community and succeed. He does not 
fear competition and only asks for an equal chance. The one 
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trouble seems to be that there not enough Eclecties to supply 
the demand. The cry all over the land is for more Eclectics, 
when there are none to send. It behooves Eclectic physicians 
everywhere to pay attention to this matter and look up suitable 
young men and start them in the study of Eclectic medicine 
that these vacancies may be filled. Only recently an incident. 
occurred that goes to show the efficacy of Eclectic medicine. 
The head nurse in one of the public schools in the vicinity of 
our College called at my office one day and voluntarily made 
the statement that the children from the schools that attended | 
our college clinic were greatly pleased with the attention and 
treatment they received. She contrasted the treatment received 
at our clinic with that obtained at two other free dispensaries 
that were open in the same vicinity and noted the difference. 
The nurse stated that the children sometimes attended the 
latter dispensaries for weeks or even months at a time with- 
out receiving any apparent benefit—and were finally told by 
the physician in charge that they need not return again as 
nothing more could be done for them; while the children that 
were treated at our clinic were invariably cured with only one 
or two prescriptions. This was very gratifying news particu- 
larly as the information came unsolicited. Our students are 
greatly pleased with their clinical opportunities and under- 
graduates, from the diversity of experience thus obtained, are 
prepared to step at once into a successful practice, after re- 
ceiving their diplomas and state license. 

As desirable as it is for a young man to have an adequate 
preliminary education before entering upon the study of a pro- 
fession it is not always possible for him to get it. The youth 
of rich parents always have ample time to study without hav- 
- Ing to feel the pinch of poverty, or to provide for the mere- 
necessities of life as does the poor boy. The latter invariably 
has a hard time of it if he aspires to obtain an education | 
under the existing conditions. He cannot earn a living which 
he must have and at the same time devote himself entire- 
ly to study in order that he may obtain the erdits that 
are demanded. He must not only earn his living as he 
goes along, but must also accumulate money enough to pay for 
his tuition and other incidental expenses. Often from the ne- 
cessities of his surroundings he is prevented from ever com-- 
pleting his education by the usual method of school attend- 
ance, but if he succeeds at all in acquiring the knowledge that 
his ambition craves it is in studying by himself at odd times 
between the hours of work. It used to be that sucha young 
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- man had an opportunity to make himself in his own way and 
it must be conceded, if we are able to judge by the results, that 


he usually succeeded admirably. Some of the greatest men of 
our nation are of this pattern, whose opportunities for going 
to school were limited and who in their youth, perhaps, never 
even saw the inside of a college, yet were so studious and dili- 
gent and in the face of every obstacle succeeded in acquiring 
an education that enabled them to climb to the top round of the 
ladder of fame. These men gained fame by their deeds and 
not from credentials, and will be remembered and honored as 
long as time lasts. It is all folly to think that mere schooling 
makes the man as success depends upon a variety of factors 
that differ widely in individual cases. The rich youth, as stated 
need have no concern about making both ends meet as he is 
supplied with money to pay all his bills and the ease with 
which he lives is often the reason why he is such a poor 
student. He has always been taught that he does not have to 
work or study and that his money will buy for him anything 
that he wants. The vanity of riches is the chief danger of our 
nation as it has ever been to all people in the past history of 


‘ the world. Great riches tend to indolence and luxury and lead 
to ruin. An arbitrary and fixed standard of education does 


not always hand out even justice to all and the standard of 
qualification and license of the physician should not-be made 
prohibitive. to:such as are poor, but worthy. 
According to the established code every student is stretch- 
ed on the same Procrustean bed of studies where it fits him or 
not. Such a custom is wrong from every point of view and 


- must necessarily end in failure. Much that is taught in our 


schools is only foolish folderol and of no earthly use but to 
lengthen out the curriculum or satify some whimsical fancy. 
A student should not be judged only by class credits or what 
he actually knows, but there should also be taken into the es- 
timate his tastes and natural fitness for the work assigned. To 
an individual inclined to study, having a mind that readily ac- 
quires knowledge, a college course is of great value and a real 
help to success in life; but it should always be remembered 
that the college does not make the man, but rather that the ele- 
ments of success must be in the man to enable him to make 


himself. 


Dr. Charles W. Eliot retired President of Harvard eollege — 
than whom there is no greater educator in the world, stated. 
recently in a public address ‘‘that a shelf three feet long will 
hold books enough to give a person a liberal education if they 
be read ten minutes seach day.’’ Such a statement coming from 
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such a man denotes that there is something decidedly wrong 
with our present ideals and methods of education. A revis- 
ion and remodeling of the curriculum seems to be necessary to 
. Increase its efficiency. There is danger sometimes in trying 
to do too much as well as in leaving something undone and it 


_ takes a cool and well poised mind to always reach a sane and 
safe conclusion. 


During recent years medical legislation has spread all 
over the land until every state has some standard of qualifica- 
tion for physicians who practice within its borders. California 
especially, has made herself notorious because of her manner 
of dealing with this subject. Medical legislation does not 
necessarily always protect the interests of the people, but is 
often fostered and directed by schemers and faddists to gain 
-eontrol. On the surface it appears to the average citizen, 
that instead of the law being for the benefit of all the people 
it is really class legislation that makes conditions easy for one 
set of doctors and hard for the others. The ostensible purpose 
of the law is to admit to practice only highly educated phy- 
sicians, but the real intention is to keep out new comers and 
limit the number of medical students and graduates of medi- 
cine. The confessed purpose of these self appointed censors 


of the medical profession—a conceited and egotistic clique in 


the American Medical Association—is to raise the standard of 
preliminary education and of educational requirements so 
high that the colleges will not graduate mere physicians, but 
turn out only a few research workers and high-grade special- 
ists. If this end is ever accomplished where will the family 
physician be and what will become of sick and afflicted human- 
ity? This statement shows in what direction the profession is 
tending and the folly of such a reckless course. The sick, like 
the poor, are always with us and physicians are needed to 
minister to their wants in times of sickness and suffering. 


During the past legislative session an attempt was made 
to modify and correct a few items in the present medical law 
that need to be changed, but which unfortunately failed by a 
single vote. No effort was made to lower the standard in any 
particular but a change seems to be necessary in order that 
the law may be administered with absolute fairness and justice 
to all. As the law reads it is almost impossible for a _ phy- 
sician from any other state to pass the board and secure a 
license to practice medicine in California. A graduate just 
fresh from college stands some chance to pass the examination 
but a practicing physician who has been out of school for 
years can hardly hope to pass, no matter what his ability may 
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be. The subjects and questions presented are largely theor- 
etical which the student just out of college should know, but 
have naturaly been forgotten by the man who has been for 
years out of school. The essential subjects of a physiciasn’s 
business, the practice of medicine, surgery and materia medica 
are all excluded from the examinations, but laboratory and 
theoretical branches, which are not any part of his practical 
work, are given undue prominence. What are physicians for 
if they are not to know something about helping and curing 


-. the sick? Such knowledge, it would seem, should be made 


the basis of an examination if any one thing more than another | 
is necessary to determine his fitness to practice, but they are 


completely ignored. If the examiners were required to an- 


swer the questions that are usually propounded by the board 
even some of its own members could not pass. 


Our present medical law does not give in detail the re- 
quirements that are necessary to make a licensed physician, but 
accepts as a whole the standard promulgated by the association — 


of American medical colleges. This assumption of authority 


is clearly illegal, although the matter has never been brought 
to trial or decided by any court of law. It is an organization 
that is entirely outside the state and is not in any way liable 
to the laws of the state. It is not an established standard but 
is subject to change according to the will or fancy of those in 
control. Because of its liability to be changed at any time it 
has been called a ‘‘flexible standard’’ as if that were an ad- 
vantage which it is not, but rather a disadvantage because of 
the uncertainty as to what the standard really is at any time. If 
indeed, it be flexible as claimed its elasticity happens to work 
only in the wrong direction and, like the hangman’s noose, is 
designed to strangle its victim. What needs to be done is to 
adopt a legal standard that states in the law what the quali- 


fications are and which can only be changed by legislative ac- | 


tion. Until this is done every physician in the state is subject 
to the arbitrary dictation of an illegal body outside the state 
whose avowed purpose is to make the conditions for entrance 
into the profession higher and harder with each passing year. 


That the physicians in California as well as its citizenship gen- 


erally should submit to such unjust dictation is due either to 
ignorance or apathy or both, and when the case is once proper- 
ly presented and discussed, will result in making the law what 
it should be through right legislation. 


Again, under the existing conditions the physician i is not 
subject to any practical test by the examination. The sub- 
jects which concern him most as well as the general public are 
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his knowlédge of the practice of medicine, surgery, and 
materia médica, the only means known by which he can give 
relief t6 fhe sick, yet those vital subjects are entirely omitted 
in his examination. The ten laboratory and theoretical branches 
which Gompose the examination are of less importance than 
the omitted subjects and have little or nothing to do with mak- 
ing & successfu physician. In all reason and common sense if 
any €xamination is necessary these important subjects should 
be made the leading features of the investigation and not be 
as nOw eliminated from the test. If doctors are of any account. 
it is because they are able to give relief to suffering humanisty ; 
if they cannot do this they are not true physicians. Under the 


existing regime each state society of the several schools - 


of medical practice nominates candidates for membership .on 
the board whose commissions are signed by the Governor; but 
the board is responsible to no one and eannot be called to ac- 
count for any of its acts. Its members cannot be asked to re- 


sign neither can they be removed and can only be lost from - 


the board by death or removal from the state. 


The scandal of the past year that was caused by unfair 
examinations made by the board was doubtless due to this 
anomalous condition. Nothing was done or could be done un- 
der the circumstances to punish the guilty ones who brought 
shame and disgrace on the state. The board is supposed to be 


an administrative body and subject to executive control, but — 


it is not and the law needs to be so changed as to correct this 


defect. Under the existing law applicants for license fail en- 


tirely if they fail at all, which is not right. The law should 
be so amended that if any one passes a majority of the sub- 


jects, the candidate should be examined only in the failed sub- 


jects and without paying an additional fee. There should also 


be reciprocity between states so that with equal standards of | 
qualification a physician who is licensed to practice in one 


state would have the privilege to practice in any other state 


of the Union. State examinations are really not needed and 


cannot be otherwise than conflicting. A federal commission 
might be appointed to conduct such an examination similar to 
that in vogue in obtaining admission as physician to the army 
and navy, but even this arrangement might be found to be un- 
desirable or impracticable. A simpler and fairer method 
would be for every physician who holds a legitimate diploma 
from a reputable medical college to have a mght to practice 
where and when he pleases. Make the rules strict and hold 
each medical college responsible for the character of its gradu- 


ates and the diplomas that are issued which would at once set- | 
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tle all controversy as to individual rights. Every possessor 


of a legitimate diploma would then be entitled to practice his 
profession in any part of the Union without regard to state 
lines. : 

It is desirable to suppress the fakir and quack but the 
question is when and how ean this be done? Our _ stringent 
laws do not seem to touch this class of gentry who continue to 
do a prosperous business the same as ever. The purpose of the 
law is to put the charlatan out of business but instead the 
pretender goes free while much needless hardship falls upon 


many good and capable men who do not fully measure up to 


the inflated standard. The individual physician must take a 
greater personal interest in this subject than he has done in 
the past, not so much to protect himself, as he is already estab- 
lished in business, but because he should stand for principle 
and to prevent injustice being done to his brothers who follow — 
him, the student of medicine and the graduate who seeks a 
location. Equal justice should be done to all and the control 
not put in the hands of a few conceited, egotistical and domi- 
neering men. That there is a medical trust is self evident. 
It is the same evil spirit of monopoly that rules in the commer- 
cial world. It means ease to a few, but hardship to the many 
and is not a question of right but of might. Its object is to 
boss, to say what shall or shall not be done, decide the educa- 
tional and professional standards, make or kill a college and 
say what students may be graduated or what physicians shall 
be permitted to practice medicine. That the organization has 
grown large and powerful does not prove any intrinsic super- 
lority or ability, but is the work of schemers who have merely 
taken advantage of the honesty and apathy of the rank and 
file of the profession to gain control for selfish needs. The men 
composing this clique have so entrenched themselves in _ their 
stronghold of assumption that they appear to be almost in- 
vincible. Physicians in all schools of medicines are beginning 
to see the situation as it is and naturally resent the false as- 
sumption of power and the unjust methods employed to en- 
force it. Almost as much dissatisfaction is found in the regu- 
lar profession over this abuse of power as exists among the 
allies, and the fiat has gone forth that such conduct must 
cease. The thing that must be done is for all the allies to unite 
with the public and combine against this monoply. It should 
be made a political question and an active campaign begun to 
elect only legislators who stand for a square deal by making 
equitable laws that will render equal justice to very man. 
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REFLECTIONS ON MERCURY.

Read before the Southern California Eclectic Medical Society. 

As recently as one day last week, by mail we were the 
recipient of the programme of the annual meeting of the 
Southern California Eclectic Medical Association. Our at- 
tention was attracted by the third number of subjects on the 
list, ‘‘IS CALOMEL EVER A REMEDY ?’’ 

Since this question fortokens discussion and incretitude. 
it awakens apprehension of ante-mortem doom—burial alive 
as it were. In all fairness methought, it is up to you (in the 
possible event of funeral obsequies) to drop a sympathetic 
word to mourners, in behalf of the CHARACTER of Mercury, 
the logical sovereign of Allopathy. An appreciative recogni- 
tion of this potential therapeutic idol seems due to the learn- 
ed member of the orthodox school, at least to those who are 
still credulous of its divinity and ultimate success. 

In ancient history Mercury was personified as the god of 
eunning and deceit, and his chemical progeny makes good 
these paternal qualities. Later, in Roman mythology he was 
reputed to be the successful purveyor of souls to stygian | 
realms over which shades of the dead passed. In modern times 
this agent is credited with substituting a mercurial disease, 
(Allos- Pathos,) for the cure of all others. If the sufferer does 
not survive the exchange, it is the demonstration of his incur- 
ability. 

No earthly entombment of this god of physic has proved 
final. The miner in cinnabar unconsciously shortens his days 
in its resurrection, or, if he escapes with life, his lower ex- 
-tremities become paralyzed by the atmospheric subtility of its 
life-destroying vapors. 

All the way along the history of different fomne of mer- 
curials, in view of their ultimate as well as more immediate 
pernicious effects, their remedial use has been questionable. 
The bichloride as an example—because of the injurious chemi- 
eal actions and re-actions to which it is lable—when taken 
into the human system, makes it a haphazardous remedy. The 
young are not immune from the deleterious effects of this 
versatile poison. We have frequently observed in children de- 
bility of an organ and of tissues, instantly recognized but not 
easy to define with exactness. The skin indicates humours, 
and general debility. In such instances it is customary to ad- 
‘minister attenuated doses of bichloride, which vitiates the 
vital processes of nutrition, plunders the blood of rosy vital- 
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ity, depraves the morphological and physiological functions 
of millions of cells and sooner or later extends its katabolic 
changes throughout the complex human organism. A morbid 
inherited predisposition becomes complicated in mercurial 


cachexia, which results in pernicious alteration of the tissues 
and vessel walls. 


Associated with this degenerative condition are low fever, 
mal-nutrition, pallor of the surface, general increasing feeble- 
ness and nervous irritability. The degree of functional dis- 
turbance depends upon the intensity of the injurious causes, 
inducing textural changés, opposed by the reparative power - 
—the vis medacatrix naturi in the blood itself. Similar ob- 


scure toxic effects of mereurials are fully recognized in stand-— 
ard text books. 


Every physician in his ‘adinina has been conservative 
in the employment of this drug, and cautious in its admin- 
istration. There is no rule to guide us in clearly outlining the 
degree of susceptibility of the patient to its influence nor by 
which we can determine his powers of vital resistance to its 
action. The physician is completely at sea, without rudder 
or compass concerning its effects upon the sympathetic ganglia. 
He is witness to the unsolved problem of general organic ener- 
vasion, a debility that follows its employment. While lan- 
guishing on the bed of disease little wonder that General 
Bonaparte declared that medicine is a system of blind ex- 
periments and prescriptions, whose results are more injurious 
than beneficial to mankind. Exceedingly reluctant to be in- 
timidated by the supposition of entertaining a strong and un- 
reasonable prejudice against the employment of the bichloride, 
recently it is proposed to vigorously police its use by an 

active purgative, as salts or senna, to promptly drive it from 

the alimentary system before it gains time sufficient to put ix 
its dangerous work; yet allowing sufficient time to obtain its 
peculiar preliminary antiseptic effect. All honor to the manly 
integrity of our worthy compeers who are brave and _ inde- 
pendent, willing to encounter opposition and prejudice if 
need: be to discuss this feature of management which has 
proved successful in their hands. 

This brings to us the ideal of Eclectic Medicine. By con- 
tinual investigation it is a quest to obtain safe and sana- 
tive remedies, that under all circumstances will act in entire 
harmony with vital energies. Not only discover those whose 
present, but those whose ultimate efficiency may be character- 
_ized as corrective, correlative and corroborant of vital fune- 
“tion. Is not this the grand stimulus to latent hope and effort, 
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consciously prophetic, and yet suethsiatey abiding its full time 
of fulfillment? Glorious in conception, and there is nothing 
impossible that is found to be true, and nothing impossible 
that may be true, and for such a final realization commands 
our most strenuous effort. Welook forward anticipating 
‘‘the good time a coming’’ when the sunlight of safe medica- 

tion will be so bright that there will be no shadow of necessity 
_ for any disease-creating drug for a remedy, no vaccine virus 
to mitigate small-pox poison, none of any kind to combat 
virulent diphtheria or any other more profoundly maligant dis- 
ease. We are looking to the good time coming when the dis- 
coveries in our materia medica will bring to light strictly 
aseptic sanative specifies that practically will accomplish 
even better results than has ever been transfigured before 
our spiritual vision. Already scientific experimentation in 
this direction is evolving several agents, not dangerous count- 
er-poisons but corrective antidotes, in this most promising 
field of fruitful research. While yet upon the threshold of its 
initiative, its discoveres do not lead to medical nihilism. oy 

We recall to mind a period when for some time the theory 
was favorably entertained by the profession, that a thermal 
water-bath, highly charged by an electric current, properly 
manipulated, might induce a chemical decomposition of a mer- 
eurial blood and tissue amalgam, for sufficient evidence at. 
least to give plausible color for this mode of treatment. All 
attempts however, to oatabiaen this theory proved to be abor- 
tive. 

About this time, in 1850 if I remember correctly, I hap- 
pened to come across a report on this problem, significant and 
far-reaching, by a commission of German physicians, who, 
after exhaustive experimental trials reached the decision, 
Viz: that any combination of mercury with tissues of the 
human system is inseparable to every known sds ll —“— 
destructive distillation. 
Thus briefly and concisely we submit paper 
for your consideration touching the always obscure, and too 
frequently recurring abnormal effects resulting from the con- 
servative use of mercurials. The responsibility of their em- 
_ ployment is personal and lies at the door of each physician. 
The advance we make in therapeutics, (and the time may not 
be far in the future,) when there will be greater unanimity of 
opinion if not complete accord upon this question. 
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ECHINACEA AUGUSTIFOLIA—HEDGEHOG CANE 
FLOWER.

Echinacea is not a remedy to be substituted for some 
other drug for it exerts an influence purely its own and when 
specifically indicated constitutes one of our most efficient and 

reliable agents. 
In the typhoid conditions which often occur in the various 
wrongs of life it is many times a much needed medicament, and 
in malignant sore throat, when used internally and as a gargle, 


its action is decidedly curative. In spinal-meningitis it is 


often indicated, and in diphtheria it is employed with great ad- 
vantage. In scarlet fever a place for this drug is often found, 


and cases of pneumonia are numerous in which its therapeutic } 
action proves decidedly beneficial. In many cases of remittant 


and intermittent fevers indications for echinacea are fre- 
quently presented, and in cholera infantum it often exercises 


a corrective influence. In erysipelas it is perhaps one of our 


most efficient remedial agents. I have employed it in many 
cases and always with markedly beneficial results, whether 
exhibited in the form of the specific medicine or the prepara- 
tion known as echafolta. A reported case will serve to illus- 


trate the positive action of echafolta in this often troublesome 


disease. 


The writer in part says, ‘‘l bail an attack of erysipelas, 
the nose being principally implicated. After the fever and 


general conditions had subsided a tumor about the size of a 


pea remained in the left side of the nose. Several times this 
was opened, but the tumor did not disappear and soon closed 


the passage on the left side. Four months after its appearance © 


I began the use of echafolta, adding two drams to a glass of 
water, and taking of the mixture two teaspoonfuls every two 
hours. This treatment was continued for two weeks, when the 
tumor began to decrease and in a short time it disappeared 


-entirely.’’ 


In pyemia echinacea is a most excellent remedy and it has 
been used in numerous cases with unmistakable. curative re- 
sults. An interesting case of this condition, in which echinacea 
constituted the only treatment employed was recently re- 
ported in the Eclectic Journals. The patient had been con- 
fined to his bed for ten days and there was great swelling of 
the left leg extending to his groin. The left arm and hand 
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were also badly swollen from the tips of the fingers to the 
shoulder. His abdomen was much enlarged, and passing urine 
caused considerable pain. The temperature was 104 F. An 
incision was made in the left knee when a large quantity of 
pus escaped and the same operation on the shoulder caused a 
pint of pus to be evacuated. The patient was then put on 
echinacea, ten drops in a little water every two hours. The 
drug was ‘applied externally by dipping gauze in a mixture of 
echinacea and warm water, and wrapping the parts affected 
with it. No other medicine was used, and a complete recovery 
was promptly secured. 

Echinacea has been eitunaivels employed in various forms 
of blood poisoning and always with decided benefit. In _sec- 
tions of the country where poisonous bites are often seen 
echinacea has often proved a most valuable medicament. One 
writer says that in the case of a boy who had been bitten by 
a rattlesnake, making a severe lacerated wound, he bathed the 
leg with echinacea and injected into the wound thirty drops of 
the remedy. He then saturated a bandage with a strong 
dilution of the drug and with it tightly bound the part 
affected and had it kept constantly wet with the medicine. 
Thirty drops of echafolta were given internally every two 
hours. In three days the wound was healed and the patient 
apparently well, but the remedy was internally administered 
three times a day for one week. 

No remedy can be more safe and efficient than ebhinanan 
as a, dressing for lacerated wounds. Gauze placed around the 
injured part, and kept saturated with a strong dilution of the 
medicine will prevent sloughing, relieve pain and favor a 
speedy healing. The dressing should be renewed every few 
days. 

Echinacea is an alterative and antiseptic of wonderful 


power. 


The dose of specific echinacea (or a good fluid extract) is 
from one to sixty drops but from one to thirty drops consti- 
tutes a dose which is usually efficient. 


MEDICAL RESOURCES OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
Ovid 8. Laws, M.D., Los Angeles. 


I must not overlook my old friend Thuja that I find here 
on many lawns as an ornamental shrub. But few of our 
tinctures have been used by me, in the last 25 years, more 
than Thuja. I presume it is familiar to most readers of our 
Journal, and all that I need to say is that I can endorse most 
that has been written concerning it. I am sure its value is not 
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over rated. I prepare my own tincture usually, but find on 
comparison that it is not equal to the ‘‘Specific Thuja’’ im 
strength, so I make it up in quantity. : ) 

I have used it extensively as a local antiseptic and pain 
reliever in epithelioma and other forms of cancer, some of 
which had been maltreated with the ‘‘X-Ray’’ and some other 
ways. For this purpose I use equal parts of tincture of Thuja 
and Olive oil, well shaken up each time before applying, 
usually on absorbent cotton. When I can get it, I use Lloyds’ 
oil of Thuja for this purpose, in olive oil 9 parts and Thuja !. 
But I cannot get Lloyds’ oil of Thuja without sending to Cin- 
- einnati for it, which adds to my work and is neglected. Thuja 
is such a pleasant article that it is a pleasure to use it when | 
needed, both internally and externally ; hence those that have | 
not yet become familiar: with it would do well to look up the 
literature concerning it so as to take advantage of every op- 
portunity to use a pleasant remedy. Back in Kansas it is 
much used as an evergreen ornamental shrub, and it is known | 
by the name of ‘‘ Arbor Vitae,’’ meaning tree of life, and isa 
suggestive name. 

Along the sidewalks here we have the beautiful Jacar-— 
anda, a tropical tree, growing 20 to 30 feet high, and just now 
(July 10th) is in bloom. It presents a magnificent appearance 
with great clusters of bi-pinnate leaves looking like ostrich 
plumes dyed green, and now the rich purple blossoms that 
bank themselves here and there make it an object of delight. 

_ A tineture of this is prepared by Lloyd Brothers and is 
recommended for nervous troubles and epilepsy and as an anti- 
syphilitic. My only use of it was in a case of epilepsy without 
any apparent benefit. If Jacaranda is a good remedy for 
syphilis, it 1s a pity that it cannot get into the hands of those 
who are so freely working the mercurial fraud for that pur- 
pose. My remedy for that disease was given in a previous 
paper, and need not be repeated here. But I would lke to 
know of some one’s actual experience with Jacaranda. The 
color of the blossom indicates narcotic properties, according 
to my way of forming an opinion from the external appear- 
ance of plants. 

We have many varieties of eucalyptus here that are 
worthy of mention, and well known in medical literature. I 
have used the red gum to some extent in the form of an in- 
fusion of the leaves for sore throats. It is a fine astringent 
and gives quick relief as a gargle. 

The oil of eucalyptus globulus is of value in many. condi- 
tions. It is far more curative than the much used menthol, 
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for the same purposes that menthol is used. I have 
much in a nebulizer for bronchitis and find it curative, - I imet 
an Australian Doctor some years ago here in Los Angeles, Who 
claimed to have discovered how to combine the oils of #6V6rul 


varieties of eucalyptus, so as to make an effective remedy for 
all sorts of cancers, and painless, of course. But I presume his ~ 
success was about like that of all who have painless remedies 
for cancer. They may cure some old sores, but never a cancer.

DIETETICS. 


Q. A. R. Holton, M.D., ee, Cal. 


“Ts life worth living?’’ 
“Well, that depends on the liver.’’ 


This is one of the puns that compresses a very large truth 
Into a very small space, no matter which definition of the word 
liver you take, or whether both. The chocolate colored organ 
in the right hypochondrium has long been known to wield a 
mighty influence over the happiness of its possessor. The 
patient with a coated tongue, constipated bowels and a long 
face, who goes around rehearsing his or her troubles, and solicit- 
ing sympathy, i is familiar to all of us; and we immediately 
- render verdict against the liver; and the well known. remedies 
administered to properly chasten to more active performance 
of its duty, the supposedly sluggish organ, often bring relief, | 
and this has been taken as convineing evidence that the ver- 
dict was a just one. But the accumulated evidence of careful 
investigators during the past few decades, has reversed the 
verdict. The fault lies, not with the little automatic brown 
liver, but with its master, the big white liver who overworks 
it. 

The temporary benefit derived from supposed liver stimu- 
lants is wrought in quite a different way, namely the cleaning 
of the alimentary tract of accumulated bacteria and _ their 
poisons and consequent relief of the over-worked liver. For 
we must remember that the chief function of the liver is to 
neutralize and protect the system against certain poisons 
- found floating in the blood, one souree of which is a foul 
_ alimentary canal. The liver is a sort of septic tank, at it were, 
and when its capacity for taking care of the poisons sent to it 
is overtaxed, the general blood current carries these poisons to 
all parts of the body and then trouble begins. 

_ A. Mayo Robson, one of the great surgeons of Basiend. in 
his work on “Diseases of the Gall Bladder and _ Bile-duct,’’ 
gives the result observed in a number of cases where he had, 
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by operation, found biliary fistula. These fistula gave ample 
opportunity to measure the exact flow of bile. He adminis- 
tered successively calomel, euonymin, rhubarb, podophyllin 
and iridin without any increase in the amount of bile secreted 
in the 24 hours, but in nearly all of them a small decrease. 


' Evidently the relief these remedies bring is a result of cleans- 


ing, rather than an increase of secretion. And the increased 
flow of bile into the bowel following their use in some cases is 
merely the turning loose of the accumulated and pent up bile 
from the gall bladder by opening up the obstructed gall duct. 
These bilious conditions are usually brought on by consti- 


- pation, over eating, bolting food and especially the consump- 


tion of large amounts of proteins, and can be cured only by 
correcting these habits. The best diet for these cases is raw, 

well ripened fruits, in quantities as large as can be borne with- 
out setting up fermentation—fresh, well cooked vegetables, 
especially greens. The tender tops of turnips, beets, mustard, 
dandelion, etc., are very curative. Buttermilk is also decided- 
ly curative in these cases. It is at once food and medicine. It 


seems that the bacteria developed in the lactic acid fermenta- 


tion have the power and the inclination to make successful — 
war on anaerobic microbes infesting the constipated bowel, 
and especially the proteolytic microbe, or that developed in 
the decomposing remnants of protein food stuffs which linger 
too long in the bowel. One point must be insisted on in order 
to cure these bilious cases. The dietetic course suggested must 
be not in addition to the ordinary diet but in place of it. 

Citric and other fruit acids are also antiseptic to the con- 
tents of the bowels and are indispensable in permanently over- 


coming autotoxemia. Cholagogues, while affording temporary 


relief, never cure these cases, but eventually weaken the 


‘digestive organs till they finally lose their power to act at all 


on their own initiative. Not so with the dietetic cure—if sup- 
ported by proper exercise, clothing, baths, ete., the cure is 
permanent and the patients are lifted out of the slough of. 
despond on to a higher, brighter plane, so long as they adhere 

to proper dietary and hygienic living. 


BERBERIS AQUAFOLIUM. 
W. Leming, M.D., Secy., Lexington, Kentucky. 


The following is the report of the ‘‘ Eclectic League for 
Drug Research’’ on ‘‘Berberis Aquafolium”’: 


Specific Indications: Chronic or sub-acute eruptions on 


the skin, accompanied by hepatic torpor, general lassitude, and 
other evidences of incomplete tissue metamorphosis. 
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The whole plant contains several alkaloids and principles, 
the most common being Berberine, which is found in Hydrastis, 
Podophyllum, Calumbo and a great many of the so-called al- 
teratives and tonies. 

Its action on the skin, however, is something more than 
that of Berberine, which is pre-eminently the muscle remedy, 
although that principle must play an important part. Since 
Hydrastis has reached its expensive plane I have gradually 
found Berberis capable of accomplishing that drug’s work and 
often acting better than it was wont to do. | 

In at least thirty or forty cases of Syphilis, Berberis, com- 
bined with other drugs as indicated, has given excellent cures, 
removing the skin signs, as a rule, within three months. 

If continuously given, other actions may be expected as 
constipation, derangement of the stomach, ete. It appears not 
so much to remove effete material from the body as to merely 
throw it into the blood and its action being enhanced by the 

addition of Echinacea, Lappa, etc. 
Speaking of the encrustation on the nen of infants, Dr. 
Fuller of Kentucky says that, in a large number of cases he 
has never had it fail. Dr. Waddington of Michigan praises it 
in the scaly syphilides. Other uses mentioned were the acnes 
of the faces of women, dry eczemas, various gastro-intestinal 
troubles marked by torpor, ete. 

I am using it at present in a case of Psoriasis of fourteen 

years standing, complicated with Syphilis of one year’s dura- 
tion. Its use in three weeks has almost removed external 
signs and the patient is enthusiastic. 

Large doses must be used and decreased as the torpidity 
decreases, ceasing its administration if untoward signs appear. 

The study for July is Chionanthus; for August, Thuja, 
September Geranium Madulatum. Reports are solicited.

read and a few members, who like to talk, discuss them as 
often as the chairman will permit. In this manner it is that 


our Association, and others, grow year by year. It seems to be 


an evolutionary process, for a description of one is a descrip- 
tion of all. Laren 

However, it may be of interest to our readers to know that 
the Bennett Medical College has withdrawn from the Eclectic 
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Confederation of Medical Colleges, presumably for the purpose 
of joining the Allopaths. We doubt if this move is a good one 
for it, but we are quite sure that it is a good one for the Con- 
federation. Quite naturally some of the men connected with 
Bennett resigned from the Association, and probably some 
more of them will do so.

Address of President Scudder. 


Historical—In 1829 Wooster Beach with his Reformed 
Medical School, entered a vigorous campaign in behalf of a 
more enlightened system of medicine in the United States. He 
set forth the motto, ‘‘Vires vitales sustinete,’’ and from that 
beginning the Eclectic system was developed. We meet today 
to do our part in perpetuating a record of eighty years, and to 
plan continuing the mighty work that lies before us. | 
Our National Eclectic Medical Association was organized 

jn 1849, and was reorganized in 1871, since which date it has 
held continuous sessions. Numerically, there are now about 
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119,000 practitioners in the United States, of whom possibly 
60,000 are of the dominant school, variously known under the 
term Allopaths or Regulars, but who prefer to be called simply 
‘‘nhysicians.’’ Probably there are 10,000 Homeopathic phy- 
sicians, followers of Hahnemann, and 8000 Eclectic physicians 
who constitute the American school,. and who have done more 
than all others to develop the American materia medica. _ 
The remainder embrace physio-medicalists, or followers 
of Samuel Thompson, Osteopathic disciples of Dr. Still, hydro- 


therapists, mechano-therapists, chiropractitioners, and others 
need not mention. 


By reason largely of past cruelties and dogmatism of the 
dominant school, and the acknowledged medical pessimism of 
its present leaders, there is, among laymen, increasingly, a 
widespread distrust of the ordinary practice of medicine, while 

among physicians of the dominant school there is by reason of 
the failure of their past methods and the abandonment of past 
ideals and processes, correspondingly abundant evidence of a 
loss of respect for the therapeutic action of their drugs. The 
necessity for bettering medicines and medical practice would 
alone be sufficient cause for our independent existence, and 
shows, as well, the necessity for organized efforts in behalf of 
progress in therapeutic science. — 


Eclectic Medicines—Our success in the past has isin 
directly due to the value of the Eclectic medicines and the 
medicinal plants introduced by our practitioners. There is at 
the present time, owing to the demoralized condition of 
the remedies used in Regular medicine, greater inquiry than 
ever about the Eclectic remedies. One of our principles has 
ever been the giving freely to physicians of other schools, as 
we have freely profited from all. This process we must con- 
tinue, not only because we should make a fair return for what | 
.comes to us from the outside, but because the people at large 
profit by the uses of remedies established, as are ours, in dis- 
ease expression. By such methods the cause of Eclecticism is 
also maintained and elevated. 

Were scientific research and everything of therapeutic 
value embraced in the accomplishments of the dominant school - 
of medicine, or possible of accomplishment by its methods, 
there would be no need for our national gathering here to- 
day. But the rules of that school, even more dogmatic- 
ally applied than heretofore, restrict its membership to the use 
of a few substances and fragmentary processes that its rulers 
make regular. Now, as never before, that which is thus de- 
nominated regular fails utterly to agree with the opinions of 
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@ great, independent class of thinking physicians of that 
school, who feel that in the direction of therapy, which is the 
physician’ s chief object in professional life, they have a right 
to independent thought and action. , 

On a common anatomy, physiology, theoretical chemistry 
and kindred fixed sciences, the schools are practically united. 
But now, as heretofore, they differ broadly and diverge wide- — 
ly concerning clinical medicine, and especially is this so since 
the dominant school, becoming wildly possessed of their craze 
in the direction of laboratory experimentation on animals in 
health, has let go of the remedies that were ‘‘regular’’ in the 
past. Tt i is now wandering in chaotic confusion among labora- 
tory-tested serums, toxins, anti-toxins, and coal-tar or dye- 
house synthetics, most of them untried by the profession at 
large. It is safe to predict that from their record in the past, 
when these fads pass only a few of the products now lauded as 
‘‘eure-alls’’ will remain. 

But the Eclectic school holds fast to that which it has 
- demonstrated and has proven good, adding to the materia 
medica, as experience in disease shows, a remedy worthy of 
use in disease. But it adds only that which is of unquestioned 
value in practice; it does not jump from fad to fad, from this 
- thing new to that thing newer, each to be forgotten, when, 
later, the next German synthetic i in the way of a novelty ar- 
rives. 

The rations) cure of disease by small doses of single medi- 
cines prescribed according to the doctrines of specific medica- 


tion, established over thirty years ago, carries our practition- — 


ers to continued success. It is a rock on which we stand en- 
_trenched. While the Regulars are becoming nihilists because 
they have little left out of the past, and but little hope for the 
future, if the past be indicative of the future, our principles — 


and our remedies are increasing in favor, both nationally and 
internationally. 


Laboratory Ideas .—Coneerning these problems, we can 
well repeat what President Copeland said before the Ameri- 
ean Institute of Homoeopathy at Kansas City last June. 

‘‘The laboratory idea has run rife. Much of scientific 
value has been discovered, but all is yet too new, too unas- 
similated, to be of value to the practitioner. It is of no inter- 
est to the patient to be assured that this or that germ is_ the 
cause of his trouble, that this or that pathological change has 
occurred in his tissues. What he wants to know is, what will 
cure him? The argumentum ad homonem, 18, What can you 
for me? 
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The general profession is rich in scientific theory, but 
speaking now of the Allopathic branch, poor in remedial re- 
source. Among the laity there is, in spite of Collier’s attacks, 
an. increasing use of patent medicines. Quinine and opium are 
imported in large quantities, and the annual consumption of 
drugs is estimated, by a conservative statistician, at about two 
gallons, exclusive of liquors and cordials, for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. Probably a large per 


centage of the increase in heart disease may be attributed to 


the pernicious habit of using headache powders. Likewise, 
many of the deaths from pneumonia are doubtless the result of 
cardiac depression following the use of antipyretics.’’ 

The Eclectic school in medicine is essentially American. 
Our materia medica is mainly from indigenous plants, and our 
symptomatology and uses have been established by bedside 


study of the sick, not by laboratory experiments. on healthy 


animals. 


Although we favor the study of histology, pathology, bac- 
teriology and kindred sciences, as aids to the practice of medi- 


- eine, we strongly maintain that in so-called ‘‘Regular’’ medi- 


cine the great prominence given these branches, and the neg- 
lect of legitimate therapy, has been to the detriment of legiti- 
mate and applied therapeutics. What benefit all our struggle 


. and research if the results are to be determined by a post- 


mortem ? 
Mortality the wonderful 


¢laims of the laboratory enthusiasts, one will find, on compar- 


ing mortality statistics of the census of 1900 with that of 1890, 
that deaths from pneumonia, cancer, apoplexy, diseases of the 
heart and kidneys, diabetes, and in some cases, even diphtheria, 
are in the increase. What a testimonial is this to the fallacy 
of the serum exploiters who preceded them. | 
Fortunately, the greatest scourge, tuberculosis, with its 


- widespread ravages, is on the decrease, and its prevention, 


through the intelligent educational instruction given to the 


- masses, 1s very noticeable. This, however, is largely due to 


the abandonment of past heroic medication, and its replace- 
ment by ideals long advocated by Eclectic and Homoeopathic 


systems of medication, for in these directions are to be found 


the leaders in materia medica and rational therapeutics. 


Absorption.—some time ago the Re gulars planned a sys- 
tem of absorption, with the purpose of smothering all practi- 
tioners but those of their own school. Our men and the 
Homoeopathics were adroitly invited into their county socie- 
ties and local conventions, and were then seated in dark cor- 
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ners. Owing, however, to this treatment, as well as to what 
our men found so uncongenial in the line of faulty medication 
and ignorance in therapy and materia medica, the stragglers. 
who were thus caught in the net gracefully crept out again, 
and are now coming back into their own fold. The only home — 
of an Eclectic or a Homoeopathist is in his own family, and this 
is especially true in the case of the weak brethren. 

It should not be forgotten that from the very beginning 
of the Eclectic crusade, all reforms that we have advocated 
have been decried by the leaders of the dominant school. Our 
colleges have been considered ‘‘irregular,’’ our teachers : il- 
literate, our principles unscientific. Our practitioners have 
been derided, and we have been, as a whole, classed as unfitted | 
either to teach or to practice medicine. We have been graded 
- down on things we considered secondary in medicine and that 
- do not make a feature of the curriculum of our colleegs, and 
given no credit for what we believe vital to the practice and 
_ make prominent in our teachings. Thus, now as in the past, | 
we are beng decried by self-styled critics, who formulate rules, 
and then judge the standing of all physicians by their self- 
made, one-sided regulations. 

N otwithstanding all this as has been said, our methods 
and our medicines have gained in standing, whilst those of 
- our critics have disappeared, This condition of arrogant domi- 
neering prevails today, and yet, when the history of the fu- 
ture is written, it is to be predicted that the conservatively 
studied and clinically established Eclectic remedial agents yet 


to come will be standards of the future, as they have been in 
the past. 


Numerical —Statistics show that we now have 8000 Ee- 
leetic physicians successfully practicing in. every state in the 
Union, thirty well organized state societies, and probably 
‘fifty district or local societies. We publish ten journals, and 


should strongly support these and our Eclectic colleges. In | 


this connection, it should not be forgotten that the Eclectic 
colleges must be filled with students to care for the people de- — 
manding Eclectic graduates in medicine, if we do justice to 
the people and ourselves. These young men must be shown to 
our colleges by the Eclectic profession. College profesors do 
the teaching, but they cannot do this and also go out and find 
men to fill the benches. Let every member of our Alumni and 
every Eclectic physician seek a qualified young man for a life 
work in a successful profession, and then see to it that he ma- 
triculates in an Eclectic college. 
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The energetic secretary of our Council on Medical Educa- 
tion will tell you more in detail of work connected with our 
eolleges. I shall therefore simply append a list of colleges, with 
the final remark that they all need and have a right to expect 


- your individual assistance. If each of our members would pro- 


eure one student. every four years, the present college build- 
ings would be incapable of holding the classes.

Membership.—By a careful comparison of the average re- 
ceipts for dues and initiation fees for the past seven years, I 


find that the average collections have been $1,427, and the 
average annual expenditures $1425, showing an average paid- 
up membership of but 285 members. We have, however, been 


carrying a nominal membership list of 500, and sending out 


about 400 bound Transactions annually. 


By earefully considering the foregoing you will readily see | 
the strong advisability of the plan adopted last year, to-wit, 
that of accepting all state society members at the nominal 
price of $2 per capita per annum. We have an estimated state 
society membership of over 2,300; if but 1200 of these average 
annual payments to our society, it will give us a revenue of 


- $2400, nearly twice our present revenue. 


I would recommend the immediate passage by unanimous 
consent, of the amendment proposed by our Committee on 
Constitution, placing the annual dues of members residing in 


states where there are no Eclectic societies, or in states de- 


clining to adopt our new plan, at $3. This will be fair to — 
both classes of members, and it 1s evident that most states will 
adopt the $2 per capita plan. 


Transactions.—I believe we should abandon the old plan 
of furnishing a single bound volume of the Transactions, and 
should provide immediately for our publication of pap- 
ers and proceedings, in the form of a quarterly journal, octavo 


‘in size, of 80 pages per issue, making 320 pages per year. This 


to go by mail to all members of the National. 
The average annual cost of our Transactions and oc- 


easional bulletins for seven years has been $651. I am satis- 
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fied that we can publish and circulate, to members and others, 
- as second-class matter, a publication which might be called 
‘‘The National Eclectic eMdical Association Quarterly.’’ 


In order to bring the matter to an issue, I suggest that we 
arrange for the mechanical part of the publication, at a cost 


not to exceed $800, and that the secretary or an editor be em-- 
ployed to do the editorial work. I am convinced that the bene- | 


fits to accrue to our Association by this plan are manifold. 
As to Eclecticism in general, 1 am happy to say, never 


were there greater opportunities than the present for proving 


to the world the efficiency of her splendid system of medica- 
tion, and if Eclectics arise to their opportunities and. select in- 


telligent well educated high school graduates for prospective . 


students, there can be no question as to the future of the
